Insurgent Senators, Led by Cummins, 


Accuse Aldrich and Others of Hid­ 


ing Behind the President 


W ashington, March 17.—Senator Al­ 
drich* was forced to adm it that the 
adm inistration railroad bill could be 
am ended, after one of the sharpest 
debates of the session. He was ac­ 
cused of attem pting to put the bill 
thriugh w ithout am endment. 
This statem ent 
was m ade during 
the second day of Senator C um m ins’ 
speech attacking the bill, but not un 
til after friends of the m easure had 
been accused of trying to hide behind 
the president, and the fact that it had 
been drafted at his direction. 
For 
more than two hours the president 
figured in the* discussion, and for a 
tim e his title, lf not his name, was 
bandied about with a freedom that 
amounted almost to recklessness. 
In 
this portion of the debate, Senators 
Aldtich, Bailey. Cummins. Root. El 
kins and Bacon figured conspicuously. 
Senator Cummins 
contended that 
the proposed 
provision referring to 
traffic agreem ents would render them 
legal without their submission to the 
commission 
He asserted th e re had 
been conspicuous silence In the com­ 
m ittee on this subject, and thereupon 
Mr. Crawford turned to Senator Al­ 
drich. who is a m em ber of the com­ 
m ittee on Interstate commerce, and 
questioned him as to his interprets 
Hon of the meaning of the prov*' «on. 


Aldrich Refutes Imputations. 


“The whole truth.” interrupted Mr. 
Bailey, before Mr. Aldrich could reply 
“Is that the Intention of the provision 
for the repeal of the anti-trust law Is 
to reverse the suprem e court of the 
United States. The effort and purpose 
Is to take the railroads from under the 
suprem e court.” 
Mr. Aldrich refuted the intimation 
of the Texas senator, and from this 
colloquy arose a general discussion as 
to w hether it had been the original 
intention to include the railroads In 
the original Sherm an a n titru st bill, 
during which Mr. Aldrich said that no 
senator who had vot*ri for It had th** 
slightest Idea that the railroads w*ere 
em barred with its terms. 
‘T u t all the sam e you are now trv 
log to take them out of It," ho rotter 
ated. 
"I bog pardon." responded Mr 
Af 
drfch. "hilt that is not true. The s**na 
to r horn Texas ts mistaken as to th * 
purpose of the proponed law as Is the 
senator from Iowa." 
Mr. Cummins would n o t admit tha* 
he could be mistaken, for he declared 
the purpose of the law* was written 
broadly on ie; face. There could be no 
doubt that lf rep<*aler| the law* regard 
lug traffic agreem ents, he said. 


Violates Law Every Day, 


Senator Elkins undertook to refute 
this contention bv reading the provis­ 
ion regarding the agreem ents and In 
so doing broadly asserted that everv 
one must know the railroads violate 
the law every day. This assertion was 
challenged 
by several senators, but 
th# West Virginia senator held to his 
position, and asked, “now why em bar 
rass the rail cads?" 
‘ True, true.” responded Mr. Cum 
mins. half under his breath. 
Mr. Aldrich referred to a supposed 
ailianee between the "insurgent” Re 
publican* 
and 
the 
Democrats, 
and 
then 
atter a brief protest from Mr. 
Cummin* over this method of present 
fng the m atter, the Rhode Island sen 
ate r declared It to tie his opinion that 
no schedule of the roads, whether un 
der agreem ent or not, could go Inti 
effect 
without 
the approval of tin* 
commission 
' If that is not ma Ie d e a r in the bill, 
t ani perfectly willing to have It made 
sn.” said Mr. Aldrich. 
Responding to this statem ent. Mr. 
Cuu mins declared the only way to 
remedy the defect was to withdraw 
the repealing provision 
In this connection the president’s 
nano was brought Into the discussion. 
Mr. Cummins still wan discussing the 
term n of the alleged anti trust repeal, 
and referring to some of the provis­ 
ions. when Mr. Aldrich 
stated that 
“such was the purpose of th e presi­ 
dent and the attorney general." 
This statem ent brought Mr. Nelson 
to bls feet with strenuous protest. 
"The senator must not hide behind 
the 
president.” 
he 
said 
excitedly; 
"th at Is small business and it won’t 
do. That is not the way to illustrate." 
Mr. Aldrich was also excited when 
he replied. He disaxowed any Inten­ 
tion of taking refuge behind any one. 
“It Is not my habit." he said. "to 
hide behind the president or any one 
else. I have opposed a president when 
It took a great deal of courage to do 
so. If the bill doesn t carry out the 
purpose of Its authors let’s m ake It 
do it. The m easure has been recom ­ 
mended by the president and by at 
least one ex-president, and It was ap­ 
proved by the platform of my party, 
and I presum e also the party of the 
senator from Iowa.”
